Mafcking, Feb. ID. — Horse meat now 
composes a considerable part of our ra- 
tions. There id little grumbling. The : 
first pinch of the siege is over, and the 
town has settled grimly to stick it otit. 
What may be typhoid malaria has 
broken out in the women's laager, and 
dysontry, due to the absence of vege- 
tables, is rire among the garrison. 

Such luxuries as we had have been 
commandeered for the hospitals, which 
are lilled to overflowing. The children's 
graveyard, close to the women's luager, 
grows weekly as the young lives are cut 
short prematurely by shell and fever. 

We look, with hope deferred, for re- 
lief. The cheerfulness which was char- 
acteristic of the early days of the siege 
has almost deserted us, the men prefer- 
ring to remain at their posts rather than 
move about and work up an appetite 
which can't be satisfied. 

The natives are in the worst plight. 
Those who are unable to obtain work 
are allowed a small handful of meal 
daily. Many braving the danger wander 
about the town with gaunt hungry faces 
in search of work, which entitles them 
to an extra ration of meal. If they lind 
work they are generally too weak to 
perform it. 

In their advanced position the Boers 
rake the streets and the market squares. 
It is impossible to dodge their bullets. 
We have taken remarkable precautions, 
however, and the casulaties, though 
heavy, are not what they might have 
been had less able men been at the head 
of affairs. Even the headquarters' mess 
fares scantily. 

The garrison is so small that it would 
he criminal to make its weakness public, 
hut there is never so much as a whisper. 
If no one has suggested the possibility of 
surrender it is because we do not mean 
to get ■beaten, and we are cheerfully en- 
during hardships of to-day rather than 
make surrender in any degree possible to- 
morrow. 



London, March S.— The Queen's entry 
into London, the commencement of 
her visit to Ihe metropolis, was marked 
by scenes of enthusiasm unparalleled 
since the Jubilee. Throughout the 
demonstrations there predominated a 
note of triumph, and the cheers that 
made the streets ring were almost as 
much in honor ot' the British victories 
in South -Africa as they were vociferous 
tributes of a loyal people to a monarch 
whose womanly sympathy has been 
strikingly shown since the war began. 

The party's departure from Windsor 
was marked by more than usual inter- 
est. For hours before the Queen ever 
started for London, crowds gathered in 
the streets Which had been announced 
as her route through the metropolis, 
and which were decorated with Hags. 
It was foggy and cold, but no one 
seemed to care. 

At Pnddington the railway station had 
been cleared of the general public, but 
outside thousands ot people waited 
patiently. When the train from Wind- 
sor arrived at 12:30 a tremendous cheer 
went up. Her Majesty came down the 
station platform leaning on the arm of 
a turbaued Indian attendant and en- 
tered an open landau, in which also sat 
the Princess Henry of Battenberg and 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holsteln. 
They all wore black around their necks. 
The' Queen had a sable collarette. 

From the packed sidewalks and from 
every available window came continu- 
ous "roars and cheers, while hundreds of 
little lings were waved all the way to 
Buckingham Palace. 

Shi? proceeded under a heavy cavalry 
escort to Buckingham Palace. Still 
nodding, Her Majesty passed out of 
sight in the quadrangle. Then the 
Peers and Commons assembled, sang 
"God Save the Queen." and Her 
Majesty entered the palace. Over the 
roadway, which hail been kept clear for 
the carriages, the crowds swarmed until 
it was impossible for those near the 
railing to move nn inch. Somebody 
started singing "Cod Save the Queen" 
and half a mile or less of people took 
up tile strain. In response to this the 
Princess of Wales and the Duke and 
Duchess of York re-appenred on the 
balcony, mid this caused more enthusi- 
asm. The people, however, wanted 
another sight of the Queen, and it was 
over half an hour before the crowd dis- 
persed. 

Those who saw the Queen unveiled 
said she looked remarkably well. The 
journey from Windsor and the long 
ride through the deafening crowd ex- 
posed to the keen east wind, was n try- 
ing experience, yet in spite of her Uge, 
Ihe Queen apparently did not sutler 
any great fatigue. 

The whole metropolis assumed a gala 
aspect as the day passed. The hands 
of people wore red, while and blue 
badges and Hags, while a body of 
students, who had marched to meet the 
Queen singing " Rule Britannia," had 
Union .lacks wrapped around their 
necks. Buttons and medals of Gen- 
erals Roberts, Kitchener, Bailor and 
White, and others, found a huge sale, 
and khaki ties and dresses were every- 
where in evidence. 

The Queen visited the city this after- 
noon, reaching its confines at about 4 
o'clock. Her Majesty was welcomed 
by the Lord Mayor* and corporation in 
their robes of state. The route was 
thronged with people, and the greatest 
enthusiasm prevailed everywhere. 

A quaint ceremony occurred when 
the Queen's carriage stopped at the 
Temple steps. The Lord Mayor, Mr. 
A. N. Newton, solemnly handed Her 
Majesty the sword of state. 

With a smile the Queen touched it 
and returned it to the chief executive, 
.saying, "Thank you for all thnt my 
city lias done." 

To this the Mayor replied: " Your 
Gracious Majesty's words will forever 
be treasured in my heart." 

Then the Life Guards trotted and the 
Queen drove quickly along Ihe em- 
bankment, which was blade with cheer- 
ing people. Accompanying Her Majesty 
were the Princess Christian of Schles- 
wig-Holstein and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg. The streets of the great 
city were everywhere thronged, but so 
quickly were the horses driven ihat the 
crowds scarcely had a chance to cheer 
before the constantly bowing monarch 
had passed out of sight. 

By 5 o'clock the Queen, going by way 
of Holborn and Oxford street, had re- 
turned to Buckingham Palace. The 
drive had been so hastily planned that 
no organized attempts at: decoration 
had been carried out, but fur the short 
space of time it was astonishing to see 
the number of Hags which appeared 
along the route followed by Her 
Majesty. Many American flags were 
displayed by American concerns and 
Americans on the street. 

The depth of feeling which these de- 
monstrations represented could only be 
gauged by those who mingled with the 
crowds. 'Mothers in deep mourning for 
sons killed on the field of battle, strug 
gled bravely with the noisy hilarious to 
catch a glimpse of the Queen, whose wo- 
manly sympathies and thotightfulucss for 
her soldiers had touched their hearts. Of- 
ten the long, cold vigil was rendered fu 
tile by tears which dimmed the eyee and 
blurred the vision of the royal carriage 
as it passed along. As one very old wo- 
man said: "I've seen her many a time 
but she said she was sorry for my boy 
and I must see her again before I die." 

Thousands braved the raw east wind 
and stood for hours waiting patiently, 
who have often seen the Queen, and who 
in ordinary circumstances would scarce- 
ly have endured the hardships to watch 
her pass. Among these were many per- 
sonal friends of the sovereign, for in- 
stance, the Countess of Browulow, a 
great friend of Queen Victoria, and a fa 
vorile at court, who sat on the curb 
shivering for many hours with the crowd 



outside Buckingham Palace. In short it 
was not so much a desire to see the mon- 
arch, as it was an overwhelming need of 
an outlet for jubilation over the war, a 
natural inclination to let the Queen see 
and share the gladness of the people, that 
prompted London to make to-day one of 
the memorable celebrations of Victoria's 
reign. 

It was quite different from the mad re- 
joicings that marked the relief of Lady- 
smith. 

Rowdisni was absent, although the 
crowds reached such proportions that 
the number of police would have been 
quite Inadequate had the people been 
obstreperous. 

•Moreover; intermingled with the re- 
joicings of patriotism there was a par- 
ticularly keen appreciation of the 
Queen's personalities, her womanliness, 
great age and closeness to the poorest 
of her subjects. This little touch of 
reverence for sex rather than sovereign- 
ty rendered the huge crowds perfectly 
tractable in the hands of the good- 
natured police, and it was not a hard 
matter to induce them to surge back 
and make way for the Queen's car- 
riage. 

When thi" Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland and Empress of India did 
pass, nodding as if to many friends, 
instead of bowing with royal restraint, 
there echoed under the roar of cheers 
many heartfelt expressions, such as 
lod bless her," " God keep her," 
" My, but she is a brave woman," and 
res more like them. It was small 
Wonder that now and again tears of 
joy rolled down and chased each other 
down the cheeks of 'the aged sovereign.

Dupper providing that the electoral 
boundary lines be fixed by a commission 
)f judges, adopting the principle of re- 
presentation by population, the commis- 
sion to get to" work immediately after 
next session. The Senate will incorpor- 
ate this provision in the bill. 

SIR GEO. WHITE'S SENTIMENTS. 

Commander at Ladysmith Bitterly Re- 
sents the Blaine Placed Upon 
His Shoulders. 

London, March S. — Mr. Winston 
Churchill, telegraphing the substance of 
on interview he has had with Sir Geo. 
White, who commanded the Ladysmith 
garrison, says: 

" Gen. White says he might have held 
out until April 2, but this would have 
involved the death of many of the native 
population by starvation, and the sick 
from lack of nourishment. Then he 
would have destroyed the stores and 
ammunition, and all who were fit to 
crawl live miles would have sallied 
forth to make a show of resistance ami 
to avoid formal capitulation. 

" He declared that he had always 
begged Gen. Buller not to hurry the 
relief operations, adding earnestly: 'It 
is not right to charge me with all the 
loss of life they involved.'" 

Mr. Churchill says: " Gen. White 
spoke bitterly of home criticisms and of 
attempts at the war office to supersede 
him, attempts which Gen. Buller pre- 
vented from succeeding. In conclusion 
he exclaimed: 'I regret Nicholsons 
Nek. Perhaps it was rash, but that 
was the only chance of striking a heavy 
blow. But I regret nothing else. I 
would do all over again." "

BOERS IN HOT HASTE. 

Left Even Cooked Dinners Behind Them 
at Approach of French's Cavalry. 

London. March S, 5.47 p.m.— The fol 
lowing is the text of a despatch from 
Lord Roberts: 

"Poplar Grove, March S.— Two bri- 
gades of cavalry, with horse artillery and 
Kelly-Kenny's division, marched to-day 
ten miles eastward. 

"The Boers were quite taken by SUi 
prise yesterday. They moved oft so hur- 
riedly that they left cooked dinners be- 
hind' them. We captured a Krupp gun 
and several tents and waggons. 

"The total casualties were: Killed. 
Lieuts. Keswick and Frieslick; wounded, 
Lfeu'ts. Bailey, of the 12th Lancers, and 
Descrepsigny., of the Second Life Guards, 
both severely, and Lieut. Smith, of the 
Shropshire*, who is believed to have been 
picked -lip by a Boer ambulance. Two 
men were killed, forty-six wounded, and 
one man is missing.

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London, March 8.— In the House ofi 
Commons to-day Mr. John Redmond, 
Irish Nationalist leader, declared the 
Irish people have received with gratifi- 
cation the announcement that Her Ma- 
jesty has directed that the Shamrock ha 
worn by the Irish regiments on St. Pat- 
rick's day, adding the Irish people would 
welcome this graceful recognition of the, 
valor of the Irish race, wherever ex- 
hibited, and would treat with respect the 
venerable sovereign about to visit the 
Irish shore, well knowing that on this 
occasion no attempt would be made to 
give the visit any party significance, and 
that the chivalrous hospitality would not 
be taken to mean any abatement of their 
demands for national rights which they 
would continue to press until conceded. 
Mr. Redmond was loudly cheered. 

Dublin, March S. — commenting on tho 
proposed visit of Queen Victoria to Ire- 
land next month, the Daily Independent 
says: "The Nationalists will have no 
other desire but that Her Majesty should 
receive nt the hands of the Irish the re- 
spectful welcome due to Tier exalted sta- 
tion and high personal character." 

The Daily Express, after remarking 
that the visit is intended as a most mark- 
ed and most noticeable expression of Her 
Majesty's indebtedness to the gallant 
Irishmen who have served her so nobly 
in her hour of anxiety, cordially assurer 
the Queen that she will receive the heart- 
iest welcome. 

London, March 8. — The government 
leader in the House of Commons, Mr. 
Balfour, replying to a question to-day, 
said the recommendation for the forma- 
tion of a regiment of Royal Irish Guards, 
of which the first colonelcy would be giv- 
en to Lord Roberts, would be submitted 
to the Queen and undoubtedly would bo 
favorably considered. 

The afternoon press comments in tho 
same tone as that of the morning papers 
in pointing out the great significance o£ 
the Queen's visit to Ireland and her or- 
der in regard to soldiers wearing the 
shamrock on St. Patrick's day. The 
Times says: "The Queen, it is evident, 
has been moved by the courage and de- 
votion of her Irish troops and has been 
thinking of the means by which she can 
best convey to them and their fellow- 
countrymen the gratitude she feels for 
their services in general. We cannot 
doubt the masses of Irish people will cor- 
dially appreciate the spirit in which the 
royal visit will be made. Their Queen 
igoes amongst them as the repre- 
sentative of no party and no political 
cause. She goes to pay an honor and 
compliment to the Irish nation. There; 
are of course irreconcilables in Ireland 
who would be delighted to mar the suc- 
cess of the Queen's visit, if they could, 
find a pretext. It must be the business 
of those responsible for the conduct of 
Her Majesty's journey, and the arrange- 
ments during her stay, not to give them 
a pretext. If it be made clear to the 
people that the Queen has come amongst 
them only to thank then) for what their 
relatives have done for her, they will 
pay little attention to the instigations of 
the disloyal and give her a royal wel- 
come with all the Celtic fervor of their 
hearts." 

The Chronicle says: "The motive 
which prompted the visit doubtless in 
part, is a desire to see the Irishmen in 
their home and contribute direct to the 
final reconeilation which both nations de- 
sire, but which the Nationalists seem to 
resist. Another reason more particularly 
exists in tho wish of the Queen to do 
special honor to the part of her domin- 
ions which has furnished so many gal- 
lant and devoted soldiers. 



LOOKED FOR A BATTLE. 

British Not Prepared for the Flight. 
Which French's Cavalry 
Precipitated. 

London. March 7. — A despatch from 
Modder River dated yesterday says: 

Che Boers occupy an extensive posi- 
tion between ourselves and both Bloeni- 
fonteln and Wynburg. They include 
the bulk of the Natal force, and are 
under Joubert himself. Only sufficient 
men have been left to hold Van 
Reennn's Pass and Laing's Nek. Ex- 
tensive desertions are reported during 
the trek. 

"An engagement is imminent which 
will probably be decisive as to the 
whole war." 



TRADING IN CHINA.

years. Members lost their tempers and 
tailed each other harsh names, with the re- 
sult that 171-feellug was aroused and It was 

with difficulty that the Speaker sue. lied 

In restoring order. Yesterday during the 
debate on the second reading of the- redis- 
tribution bill Kir Charles Tupper called at- 
tention to a remark by .Mr. McMullen, that 
If the opposition leader succeeded In at- 
taining power he would want to try to re- 
peal the Ten Commandments, all of which 
he had broken. Sir Charles said that he- 
had no particular Interest In Mr. McMul- 
len's opinions, but he thought It was worth 
while to see that the debate was conduct- 
ed with decency. Mr. Speaker thereupon 
caused Mr. McMullen to withdraw his ob- 
servation. 

A few minutes later, while Mr. Wallace 
was speaking, Mr. McMullen asked: "What 
commandment have you not violated?" 
Then there was another row, and Mr. Wal- 
lace moved that the words Just uttered 
"be taken down." The Speaker, however, 
suggested that the Incident was closed. 
The opposition were determined not to 
permit Mr. McMullen to escape so easily. 
Mr. .Foster asked If the Speaker was go- 
ing to allow such language to. stand. "I 
have been In this house twenty years," he 
said, "and I have never seen such an exhi- 
bition of blackguardism; none but a black- 
guard would make It." 

Then the fat was In the tire; inch aa 
uproar and din was never beard In the 
'House of Commons for many a year. Sir 
Richard Cartwright, red in the face, 
shouted above the noise that these words 
"be taken down." Mr. Speaker wanted 
the debate to proceed, and so ruled, but 
under continued pressure from the minis- 
ters suggested that Mr. Foster withdraw. 
Mr. Foster offered to accept the ruling of 
the chair, and Mr. Wallace Held Mr. Mc- 
Mullen up until that lion, member had 
withdrawn his reference to him, which the 
Speaker, after a considerable struggle, pre- 
vailed on Mr. McMullen to do. 

Later on Mr. Wallace got after the mem- 
ber for North Wellington and gave Mr. Mc- 
Mullen the worst tongue thrashing he has 
ever hnd to listen to. Mr. Wallace skated 
over very thin Ice and the Speaker had to 
appeal to him three or four times to drop 
personalities. Later on. referring to the 
desperate straits of the government In try- 
ing to force the redistribution measure, 
Mr. Wallace said: "The fact Is the gov- 
ernment Is between the devil and the deep 
sea." At the mention of the name of the 
presiding genius of Sheol,. Mr. Speaker 
prepared to Intervene, but Mr. Wallace 
headed htm off with, "I assure you that Is 
a classical quotation." The opposition 
laughed and Mr. Speaker deprecatlngly 
shook bis head. 

The gerrymander bill passed Its second 
reading, an amendment of Mr. Foster's for 
the six months' hoist being negatived. The 
feature of the sitting was the speech of 
Mr. Kills, Liberal member for St. John, 
who spoke and voted against the bill on 
account of what he considered the mani- 
fest injustice It did to his constituency by 
depriving the electors of St. John of the 
right to vote for the member for the coun- 
ty of St. John.

The answer to another question by Col. 
Prior shows the government In a very bad 
light. It is still fresh In the minds of Brit- 
ish Columbians how the outfitters and sup- 
plymen on the (.'oust were Ignored by the 
government at the time the military were 
being sent to the Yukon, when thousands 
of dollars' worth of provisions were pur- 
chased from Bate ,t Sons at a cost far In 
excess of the figures at which they could 
have been purchased In British Columbia. 
Now It seems that Mr. Cbarleson, when he 
was- building the Dawson telegraph line 
last year, unwarned by the experience of 
the militln department, purchased a large 
quantity of groceries and supplies from 
Bate & Sons In Ottawa, and transported 
them to British Columbia at a heavy cost. 
The protests made by Messrs. Prior and 
Karle last session were effective, as when 
another lot of supplies was required in 
July tenders were called for. Nineteen 
were received, and Kelly, Douglas & Co., 
of Vancouver, being the lowest, got the 
contract. The Incident goes to show how 
neglectful of the Interest of British Colum- 
bia the Liberal members are. Were It 
not for the energetic nctlon of the two 
Victoria members, Bates & Co. of Ottawa, 
the pets of the administration, would '-nee 
more have secured the grocery orders with- 
out tender, although there Is now documen- 
tary evidence that the grocers of British 
Columbia can furnish supplies at cheaper 
rates than the Eastern houses. 

It tins been the fashion of the Liberal 
press to deride the efforts of Sir Charles 
Tupper to secure insurance on the lives 
of the members of the first contingent. It 
Is an open secret that Sir Charles Topper 
was enabled to effect the Insurance of 
$1,000,000 through the generosity of Mr. 
Hugh Graham, of the Montreal Star. Al- 
ready there have been thirty-two deaths, 
as a result of which the Ocean Accident 
and Guarantee Corporation of London, 
England, will have to pay $1,000 each to 
the heirs of those who have died on the 
Held of linttle, or from wounds which they 
have received. It addition, those who are 
wounded will received compensation from 
the Ocean Accident Corporation according 
to the terms of the policies which were Is- 
sued. It is said that the rate paid by 
Mr. Graham was $30 per thousand, or $30,- 
000 -In all. The Insurance company will 
lose pecuniarily on the transaction, but will 
undoubtedly gain through the advertising 
which they will receive.

In the latter the wall was 
frequently alcove In character, smooth, and 
In parts still black from smoke. and 
amongst the debris were remains of char- 
coal. It Is believed (and I can quite credit 
the theory) that the procedure of the an- 
cients was to light tires In the stopes, and 
then, when the gold-hearing rock cooled, 
to use granite hammers to break down the 
ore. To go further, the chlpped-off gold- 
bearing rock would probably lie put Into 
native baskets and carried to the surface. 
I found occasionally at the top of kopjes, 
or little hills, where there were large mass- 
es of hard rock, patches of Indentations In 
Hat areas of rick, just as though mortars 
had been sunk Into the rock. Beside the 
pots were numerous slight elongated Inden- 
tations. It would feem from other rock 
implements of grinding character that the 
Indentations were made In the process of 
grinding the rock Hakes Into powder, after 
the rock, roughly broken out In the stopes, 
had been broken up small. 

In nearly all cases mines are near pools 
or streams, and frequently by the sides of 
these bodies of water are found rock pots 
somewhat similar to those found on the 
kopjes. We can Imagine that the powder 
was deposited In these rock pots. Hushed 
with water ,the sand driven off, and the 
gold, slnkiiu; to the bottom, wus eventually 
collected.

UNREASONABLE DELAY. 

Mr. Martin has now had eight full 
days in which to form n cabinet ami he 
has not succeeded in doing so. He was 
able to secure the co-operation of two 
gentlemen, one of them being his 
brother-in-law. we understand, on the 
first day, but has made no progress 
since. We may be excused for declin- 
ing to think that the readiness of his 
brother-in-law to lake oltice under him 
is a sign of political strength, and if 
Mr. Yates is to be regarded as repre- 
sentative of the political sentinieuts of 

any considerable, number of the | \<U- 

In- whom he is best known, then- is no 
evidence available to that effect. In- 
deed. Mr. Martin stands practically 
alone, for his colleagues weaken rather 
than strengthen him in seeking other 
members of a cabinet. Such a com- 
bination as Martin, Curtis and Vales is 
a ease of " Eclipse tirst and the rest 
nowhere," and it will be exceedingly 
dillieult, we imagine, for Mr. Martin to 
get other gentlemen to associate with 
him, when he has already impliedly 
made it understood that bo is to be the 
government. 

But the public at present do not ap- 
pear so much concerned with Mr. Mar- 
tin's failure to form a cabinet as with 
the extraordinary latitude in point of 
time which the Lieutenant-Governor is 
allowing him. That a premier must 
be given some time to secure colleagues 
will be readily conceded. Mr. Benven 
was given five days, which was not un- 
reasonable, but was certainly very close 
to the limit. The fact that lie did not 
link for any further delay shows that in 
the opinion of one of the most experi- 
enced parliamentarians in the province 
live days was all that he could reason- 
ably claim. There is no law governing 
these matters, but usage settles the 
rule, and we think it will be difficult 
lo cite any precedent for the latitude 
allowed Mr. Martin. We have not 
searched the precedents, and speak only 
I rem a general knowledge of the sub- 
ject. 

Under normal conditions the delay 
would be unreasonable, and the abnor- 
mal conditions existing in this urovince 
render it still more so. Conditions are 
abnormal here because, among other 
things, the house has been prorogued 
without passing supply. This very 
rarely happens in any country. If Mr. 
Turner had been called on after Mr, 
Sendin's defeat, he would probably have 
asked the house to vole supply and the 
l'ci|UOSl would have been acceded to, at 
least to an amount sufficient to meet 
the necessary demands of the public 
service until elections could lie held and 
I he house called together in early ses- 
sion. There are plenty of precedents 
for this course. Cases can also be cited 
where the house 1ms granted a defeated 
government supply sufficient to last over 
a general election. Mr. .Martin did not 
ask for any such vote, Doubtless he 
knew that if he did he would not have 
received it. and hence the house rose 
without any appropriations being made. 
In consequence of this there is no 
money available for tin- public service 
after dune 30, except for such matters 
as come within the scope of emergency 
expenditures, which can be made under 
the Lieutenant-Governor's warrant. 
Itul as is very well understood the gov- 
ernment has already come face to face 
with an empty treasury, and nearly four 
months of the fiscal yen.- yet remain to 
be provided for. This means that large 
outlays of public money must lie made 
by the Lieutenant-Governor's warrant 
issued upon the advice of a minister, 
who had no following in the last house 
and who cannot by any possibility he 
endorsed by the people for a very con- 
siderable time to come. ami is 
almost absolutely certain to be re- 
jected. If the elections are not 
held until after the May revi- 
sion, the house cannot meet until a 
\ery considerable time after the close 
of the fiscal year, and in point of fact 
the province must run along for nearly 
six months on special warrants. This 
condition of things, is certainly abnor- 
mal. 

Under such circumstances there is no 
occasion for surprise at the uneasiness 
existing because of the long time al- 
lowed Mr. .Martin by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and we do not state the case 
at all too strongly when we say that 
public feeling is being roused to an tin-

NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL LINK 

The statement is made that Messrs. 
Mackenzie, Mann & Co. have complet- 
ed their arrangements for a line of rail- 
way from Edmonton to Port Simpson, 
and that this is to form part of a new 
transcontinental railway. This may be 
a little premature, bat wo think it can- 
not be very far wrong. That this firm 
has had such a line in contemplation 
has been well known; that they were 
considering the ways and means of 
financing it has been understood; so 
tile only new thing in the latest report 
is that the arrangements have been per- 
fected which will secure the early com- 
pletion of the enterprise. It is said 
that the enterprise contemplates a line 
to the Yukon. This is probable, but 
we suppose the line to the Coast will lie 
first built. 

The great success which has attended 
the operations of this powerful firm 
heretofore is a guarantee that what 
they undertake will be carried through. 
In this respect their reputation is like 
that of Mr. .1. .1. Hid of the Croat 
Northern. It has been said of him that 
his success with his earlier projects was 
such that when lie asked the money 
kings of Europe for money for a trans- 
continental connection he got it at once. 
That nothing succeeds like success is as 
true ot railway building as of anything 

else. 

No argument is necessary to show- 
that the railway referred to will be of 
very great importance to British Colum- 
bia. Its effect " id indeed be profound. 

On ' the first results will be the 

building up of a town at its western 
terminus, which cannot fail t" be a 
leading centre of business anil popula- 
tion. It is not very easy to realize just 
what this will mean to the whole of 
Western British Columbia. Suppose 
the new terminal city has a population 
of 20,000 people, and then endeavor to 
decide what this will mean commer- 
cially and every other way. Where 
will Hie merchants buy their goods? 
Where will the farm products come 
from'.' Consider what it will mean to 
have a line of railway reaching across 
the province, not through "a sea of 
mountains," hut a region of line lakes 
and rivers with many hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land tit for culti- 
vation and many more adapted for 
pasturage, while in the neighborhood are 
hydraulic mines and metalliferous de- 
posits, to which brnnch lines would be 
extended. Give the imagination rein 
and let it picture just what this im- 
plies. 

The construction of such a railway 
gives additional reasons why Victoria 
should have a line to the north end of 
Vancouver Island at the earliest pos- 
sible day. We have not started the 
agitation for this line a day too soon. 
We cannot secure the construction of 
the line a day too soon. The people of 
Victoria ought to realize that we are 
approaching something in the nature of 
a revolution in the conditions existing 
on this Coast, and they must be on the 
alert to prepare for the inevitable 
changes. We are likely in the course 
of the next few years to witness such 
happenings in this part of the province 
as will leave in the background any- 
thing that has yet been experienced 
here.

equality. The .situation at the present 
lime does not admit of this. Mr. Martin 
has been called on by the Lieutenant- 
Governor to form a government, and it is 
not. probable that in the event of the 
choice of tin.' convention falling on other 
shoulders lie would withdraw from the 
I'remiership and recommend His Honor 
to select the choice of the convention as 
llis successor. The time seems to be up. 
proaehing when the parties in this prov- 
ince will naturally divide themselves on 
federal parly lines, but that time has not 
yet arrived. When it does come, how- 
ever, the Liberals in convention will 
adopt the platform on which they will 
appeal to the electors. We believe the 
,i. it nnj ntv of the Liberals i' Entlrdi 
Columbia arc not in favor of Mr. Martin 
its Premier, and that the only course is 
to leave the question of supporting or op- 
posing his administration to the judg- 
ment of the individual electors. The one 
great desideratum ft the present tim 
to secure a stable, progressive govi 
inenr, while we are certain that the in- 
troduction of parly lines just now would 
be likely to result ill a more chaotic state 
of affairs than now confronts us. 

These extracts and references show 
that up to the present Mr. Martin stands 
in the unique position of having the whole 
press of the province either openly hos- 
tile or unwilling to commit itself to his 
interests. The press in this instance 
clearly voiced public sentiment.

MR. MARTIN AND THE LIBERALS 

Politics are full of surprises, and there 
is no use in prophesying how people will 
vote at an election that may not come 
off for three months; but present indica- 
tions are that Mr. Martin will not re- 
ceive anything like the support of the 
Liberal parly. The resolution of the 
provincial executive of that party not to 
call a convention sjioWS that he will not 
receive the support of the parly as such., 
and very many of the most active Lib- 
erals in Victoria, as well as in Vancou- 
ver, declare that they will oppose him 
personally. Mr. Martin is doubtless a 
man of courage, hut even he ought lo see 
that he cannot hope to succeed with the 
Conservatives against him and the Lib- 
erals divided. We take it that if he tills 
up bis Cabinet with Liberals exclusively 
lie will look in vain to the Conservatives 
for any support, not because the ministers 
will all be Liberal,-, but because the only 
element of the Liberal party which Mr. 
Martin can count upon is one that no 
person favoring conservative lines of 
policy cm conscientiously support, 

In illustration of the attitude of the 
Liberals towards Mr. Martin we quote 
from some of the newspapers supporting 
that party. The Inland Sentinel says: 

Again, some ardent politicians on both 
sides of federal politics, may think the 
time opportune to introduce Dominion 
party lines entirely regardless of the real 
issue at stake— the welfare of the prov- 
ince. Happily the leading Liberals and 
Conservatives throughout the province 
are making a determined stand against 
this move, believing that this is no time 
to raise the parly cry. The prevalent 
opinion, which they voice, is that the wel- 
fare of the province demands joint ac- 
tion on the part of till men who believe 
that the greatest evil confronting us to- 
day is that Joseph Martin should have 
control of the administration. To drag 
in federal issues at this juncture simply 
means playing into the hands of the very 
men who have brought this province to 
its present pass, and -whoso continuance 
in control bodes so ill to the future pro 
gress and prosperity of the country. 

The Columbian expresses its doubts if 
Mr. Martin will remain in office long 
enough to bring on the elections. Tho 
Province lias declared against him in the 
squarest possible way. The World has 
not yet placed itself, but the following is 
its latest utterance on the subject:

I urn aware that my statements in this 
regard has been doubted in certain quar- I 
ters, but I am prepared now to show 
that the situation is even worse than I 
have said. Let us examine the two 
volumes to which 1 have referred in the 
beginning of this letter. The next revi- 
sion will take place on May T. After 
revision the lists must be sent to Vic- 
toria to be printed (sec. 0, Prov. Elee. 
Act, 1S90). The work of printing will 
consume four weeks. The time required 
for the lists lo reach Victoria will be 
two weeks, making six weeks in all. The 
lime required for the printed lists to 
reach tho hands of the returning officers 
will he two weeks more, or two months 
in all. This will bring us to the Ttb of 
duly. The former act excepted Cussiar 
from II strict qdiance with ils provi- 
sions and properly gave the returning of- 
ticer a sort of go-as-you-please commis- 
sion as to tho dales upon which lie should 
bold the nomination and pulling, but in 
all other districts the nomination and 
polling were to be held on one and the 
same day. The net of 1890 provides that 
Cassiar shall hold its nomination and 
election on the sain.- day as the other 
districts. This will require at least, an- 
other month between the return of the 
printed list s and the election. We have, 
therefore, reached the Tlli of August. 
Two weeks will be consumed in the re- 
turn of the writs and three weeks more 
before the house can he called together. 
We shall then have arrived at the mid- 
dle of September without supplies or a 
single item of legislation to authorize the 
expenditure of a dollar or the payment of 
a claim. Should the Martin government 
hang together till the house shall have 
assembled and then meet with disaster, 
it will be the middle of October before 
relief can be laid. It will then he too 
late in tile year to prosecute public works, 
pass private bills or legislate for the pro- 
tection of capital and labor. A serious 
financial crisis will certainly result. Tlic 
acts from which I draw these conclu- 
sions are within the reach of all anil if 
it can be shown that 1 have not under- 
stated rather than overstated the deplor- 
able condition of affairs that confronts 
the country 1 shall cheerfully make the 
correction. But n- the case presents it- 
self lo me. and in view of the perils that 
threaten lo overwhelm us, I maintain 
that the Lieutenant-Governor cannot ac- 
cept the advice of a ministry of frag- 
mentary odds and ends, which for all 
practical purposes is not a ministry, be 
cause its existence violates one of th 
principles laid down by His Honor in 
his letter to Mr. Senilin, viz.. His Hon 
or's contention that he must be surround- 
ed by a full cabinet of advisers. Mr. 
Mai tin has whipped the political pools 
for ten days and lias landed but two fish 
where the law requires that he shall land 
live. I do not wish to press my views 
in an offensive manner, nor shall 1 join 
the hue and cry against the Premier; 
but I cannot refrain from asking His 
Honor, now that he has had time to care- 
fully consider the situation an'd consult 
authorities and statutes, to decide quickly 
that an lippeai to the country shall take 
place at once or that Mr. Martin must 
retire.

AN IMMEDIATE APPEAL OR MR. 
MARTIN SHOULD RETIRE. 

Sir.- The more I reflect upon the pre 
position of Hon, Mr. Martin to delay th 
flections until June the more convinced 
I am that if his policy is adopted tin 
whole governmental fabric will bt 
smashed and the country reduced to a 
state of hopeless financial inanity. In 
preceding letters I have pointed out th 
impossibility of calling the new hous 
together before September the 1st for th 
despatch of business should Mr. Martin's 
pet idea of awaiting the preparation 
tin- revised lists be acceptable at Gi 
eminent House. Since yesterday I hi 
carefully examined the Consolidated 
Statutes and the Provincial Election 
Amendment Act, 1890, and am now sal 
isfied that I have underestimated rathe 
than overestimated the difficulties that 
will have to be faced. The courts 
revision sit twice a yenr, on the first 
Monday in May and the first Monday in 
November. The lists that will be used, 
should mi election he held before the 
next May revision, were revised in No- 
vember lust— only four months ago. As 
n matter of course the names of some 
persons otherwise eligible do not appear 
on the November lists and they could not 
vole were an election held before the 
next revision in May. But I eubirdt that 
their discomfiture would be a small 
matter ill comparison with til 
calamity that will inevitably befall 
the country should the issuance of the 
proclamation of dissolution be delayed 
beyond the next few days. If there 
should be no legislation before the first 
of September we might as well abandon 
all hope of a revival of confidence and 
settle ourselves down to face the most 
deplorable condition of affairs that 
civilized people were ever called on to 
contemplate and endure. Not a single 
measure was passed at tin- late session, 
and important government measures and 
private bills are alike hung up for want 
of legislation. No supplies were -voted, 
and I believe that the money Is exhaust- 
ed and the treasury empty, although the 
supplies voted in 1S9S wore thought to 
he sufficient to last until .lune 30, 1900. 
The inevitable must follow. Public im- 
provements cannot be undertaken; roads 
will fall into a state of disrepair; official 
salaries must remain unpaid; contractors 
will lie forced to whistle in vain for 
their money; legitimate demands on the 
treasury must be denied payment; works 
contemplated by private hills cannot be 
undertaken, and acts that have proved 
prejudicial to the best interests of the 
country must continue to deface the 
statute books. This condition of affairs 
cannot be ameliorated before September

With the Conservatives and Liberals 
range i| against him, where docs Premier 
Martin expect to get support in the com- 
ing contest? is a question which hun- 
dreds asked yesterday, but which none 
were able to answer, anil still the central 
figure in the situation goes cooly along 
giving no explanation and to outward ap- 
pearance being confident that he will 
succeed in forming a government. Of 
those who have already joined him, one 
at least, lion. .1. S. Yates is said to re- 
gret the step he took, for iu doing so he 
has lost the support of many who under 
other circumstances would have gladly 
assisted him in his ambition for political 
preferment. As one of his former 
staunch supporters said yesterday; "We 
looked upon Mr. Yates as one of the 
coming men and if he had only been less 
impatient he might in lime have become 
a member of a government which it 
would have been a distinction to belong 
to." 

As to the situation there has been no 
change. Mr. Martin has promised to 
shortly itsue a manifesto and Mr. Kellie 
has replied to the Premier's explanation 
of the agreement respecting the redistri- 
bution bill. Mr. Kellie'n reply follows: 

To the Editor: The explanation of Hon. 
Joseph Martin, which appeared In the 
morning paper, in reply to my letter yes- 
terday. Is not only unsatisfactory hut Is 
also thoroughly inconsistent, and Indicates 
the calibre of this unscrupulous politician. 
On the 13th day of February last Hon. 
Joseph Martin introduced the following re- 
solution In the legislative assembly: 

"Whereas the government has an ex- 
tremely narrow majority (If any), and may 
at any time meet defeat, and the result of 
such defeat may mean a general election: 
and whereas the party which the present 
government purports to represent took 
strong ground when In opposition against 
the present unfair distribution of seats: 
therefore, be It resolved that 111 the opin- 
ion of this house, a measure giving a fair 
and equitable redistribution of seals should 
be brought down by the government before 
any other business Is attempted, and the 
failure of the government to take this 
course is much against the public inter- 
est." 

Either he meant what he Bald or he did 
not. Either the motion was Intended to 
make political capital at the Impending 
election, or he was In favor of a redis- 
tribution bill to appeal to the country on. 
To make the position clear, I will quote 
his remarks In speaking to the above motion 
from the Colonist report of the debates: 

"In fact, he continued, ho had stated that 
he was prepared to vote for practically any 
measure of redistribution mat the govern- 
ment might present to the house. Hi' lit 
that time meant that he did not Intend his 
support to be In any way U'usory. He was 
quite willing to subordinate Ids views as to 
what was fair to the views of the majority. 
Ills object In this respect was thoroughly 
bona tide and he did not propose to escape 
from It."

Again Enlarging 



Proprietor Steve Jones Decides 
Upon the Completion of 
His Block. 



New Building to Afforded Un- 
surpassed Accommodation 
for Its Guests 



Ouec again the order has been given 
to the contractors by Proprietor Stephen 
Jones of the Dominion-" give mo more 
room, - ' and in the course of the next 
day or so ground will be broken for still 
another extension of this big and popu- 
lar hostelry, not to meet any anticipated 
" rush," but to accommodate an exist- 
ent and steadily developing trade. The 
contract has been signed with Mr. 
James Baker, and the new wing, which 
will complete the main building into u 
perfect square, will according to calcu- 
lations be finished and furnished prior 
to the 24th of May, at a total cost of 
about $15,000. Mr. B. C. Howell, 
under whose supervision the stately pile 
of British Columbia's parliament build- 
ings rose to completion, is the designer 
of the new Dominion block, while 
Architect A. Maxwell Muir is to over- 
see the work during its progress. 

Mr. Jones is (and has a right to be) 
proud of his success in his chosen call- 
ing. It is exceedingly doubtful if any 
American boniface has made a greater 
success of his business, not through 
" luck," but by intelligent study of the 
wants of the travelling public, enter- 
prise, and strict attention to his own 
interests. The Dominion has grown 
and developed phenomenally, but he 
has made it do so. In 1S7G, when the 
Dominion was originally established by 
the late Mr. Stephen Jones Sr., it was 
a very humble, unpretentious structure 
with accommodation for perhaps fifteen 
guests. An addition was put up a few 
years later which gave in the neighbor- 
hood of 35 rooms all told. When Mr. 
Jones, the son, took charge of the 
house in May, IKS!), it was with a 
frame building, neither pretentious nor 
very comfortable, capable of sheltering 
35 or 40 guests. 

This did not suit his ideas of what a 
Victoria hotel should lie. and in the fol- 
lowing August, 1S!)0, he had ground 
broken for the original brick structure, 
at that time one of the largest and 
most complete hotels in the city. But 
times changed rapidly, and Mr. Jones 
is not the man to see his own affairs 
stand still while the city moves. In 
the decade following there were three 
chapters of reconstruction, and after 
each n growth of solid trade justified 
the conclusions upon which enlarge- 
ment had been undertaken. The re- 
moval of the old frame annex at the 
rear and side to make room for the 
present addition marks the complete 
disappearance of the original premises, 
and the perfection of the new Dominion 
—an all brick, tiro-proof structure of 
four., lints, 65 feet in length with a 
width of 42. and perfect in the modern- 
ity of its equipment and appointments. 

When the present reconstruction is 
complete there will be, on the ground 
floor, a handsome central court 40 feet 
long and 10 in width, cement floored, 
and finished with a pretty fountain, 
rustic seats and a profusion of palms, 
climbing vines and dowering plants— 
an ideal lounging place on a summer's 
day — and communicating directly with 
the roomy and well equipped main 
office. The kitchen will have a floor 
area of 22 by 30 feet, with two im- 
mense ranges and plenty of working 
room for a staff of ten. Attached to 
this kitchen will he a bakery provided 
with an oven of the most up-to-date 
type; while the enlarged dining hall- 
reached through the pantry— will offer 
ileal facilities for large banquets, ns 
well as for the ordinary service of 
guests. 

Down on the basement floor, with an 
area of 2,000 square feet, will be in- 
stalled an immense steam-heating plant 
on the single-tube system; as well as 
ample storeroom accommodation, with 
both dry and refrigerating chambers. 

Prominent features of the upper, or 
guests' rooms floors, are to he three 
large and handsome main stairway 
landings, and the circular promenade 
hall, six feet in width, extending com- 
pletely round the large building. By 
it— and the alternate staircases— abso- 
lute immunity from fire danger is 
secured; although to make assurance 
doubly sure, a fire alarm system is in- 
stalled us well. 

The completion of the now section of 
the house will make the Dominion one 
perfect block, witli a gain of some 35 
guest rooms and the enlargement of 
others, to give a total of 100 apart- 
ments, every one an outside room, well 
lighted and well ventilated. The pres- 
ent design is not so much to increase 
the number of rooms as to improve 
tlieir quality, and make every guest 
chamber in the house thoroughly suited 



to the demands of a first-class trade. 
The majority of the gained rooms— up- 
wards of 30 — will be conveniently ar- 
ranged en suite, provided with private 
bath rooms and furnished in a fashion 
unsurpassed in the province. 

It is a subject of pride with the owner 
and proprietor that he will have the 
only hotel in the Northwest, and one of 
the very few in Canada, containing 100 
rooms, not one of which are above the 
third flat. The new Dominion, when 
Contractor Baker takes leave of his 
work, will he a solid, harmonizing 
block; thoroughly modern in every de- 
tail of construction, equipment and 
furnishing; and with unsurpassed ac- 
commodation for 250 guests. Besides 
the best and latest return call, lighting, 
heating and sanitation systems, it will 
be provided with the Allau-Hussey 
telephone service, from the office to the 
several sections cf the house and the 
principal rooms— being indeed the 
second hotel in ail Canada, and the first 
in the Pacific Northwest, to adopt this 
thoroughly up-to-date convenience.

any Information which his visitor may be 
anxious to acquire. English and Continen- 
tal manufacturers do not thus open their 
works |o the public and we are not anxious 
to supply Information." Yet there nre evi- 
dences of a gradual but clearly perceptible 
change Which appears to be now taking 
place on both continents. In Europe It Is 
noticed that more liberal views are de- 
veloping, while In Amorlca the tendency 
Is to draw closer the lines of policy in these 
matters of Internal management of large 
industrial establishments.

mark and gone beyond the limits of con- 
stitutional practice. And it in extremely 
probable that in consequence of the dis- 
cussion which followed the dismissale of 
the Tapper government, no future Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada will ever as- 
sume to exercise his undoubted right of 
dismissal under like circumstances. But 
Governor Mclnnes has gone further. In 
the case of the Tupper government there 
was a clear adverse vote of the electors. 
The then ministry was certainly not in a 
position to command a majority vote in 
the house. When the Turner govern- 
ment was dismissed this was not at all 
clear, and when the Semlin government 
was dismissed, it was promptly able to 
pass a resolution declaring that it had 
effective control of the house. We are 
pleased to see that the members of the 
legislature were so outspoken in their de- 
nunciation of the conduct of the Gover- 
nor. It is gratifying to observe a de- 
termination on the part of the elected re- 
presentatives to put the Governor in his 
proper place. This is, a matter in which 
party or personal politics has no place. 
Opposition and government members 
alike are only doing their duty when they 
join hands to prevent any usurpation of 
authority by the Queen's representative.

ELECTROLYTIC COPPER 

Prom Engineering. 

It Is a comparatively simple matter to 
get a good deposit of copper electrolytlcnlly, 
provided always that a sufficiently low cur- 
rent density Is used. This of course Involves 
a very large anil expensive plant if any 
reasonable output of the metal Is desired. 
With greater current densities difficulties 
make their appearance, the deposit In place 
of being smooth and homogeneous becomes 
granular and lacks cohesion. My certain de- 
vices of one nature or another, the troubles 
referred to above have been largely over- 
come. The effect of these Is shown by the 
fact that 10 years ago an electrolytic bath 
for the deposition of copper commonly con- 
tained To to 100 times ns much metal In so- 
lution as was deposited la til hours. Now- 
adays these figures have been redu 1 to 

1-5 of the values stated. As a consequence, 
the proportion of the metal obtained In the 
wet way bus been enormously Increased, 
tlie world's production being now estimat- 
ed at BOO tons of electrolytic copper per 
diem. One of the earlier plans of Increasing 
tin 1 output wns Hint Introduced by Klmore, 
In which nn agate burnisher was caused to 
continuously pass over the surface on which 
the deposit was being made. The result- 
ant metal proved to be of extraordinary 
strength. In a more recent development, a 
sheepskin Impregnated with animal fat, Is 
used ns a burnisher. Quite recently Mr. 
Shorn rd Cowper-Coles has hit upon another 
plan, in which the copper Is deposited on 
a vertical mandril; which Is caused to ro- 
tate at a very rapid rate. The centrifugal 
force developed, and the wash of the elec- 
trolyte over tlie rotary surface keeps the 
latter clean aud free from gas, and as a 
consequence n smooth and dense deposit 
has been obtained with current densities 
approaching 200 amperes per square foot. 
An account of the process, together with 
details of the mechanism used, will be 
found in a paper recently read by Mr. 
Cowper-Coles before tlie Institution of 
Electrical Engineers. From the discus- 
sion on this paper it would seem that the 
method In question lias had certain fore- 
runners. Mr. 'Wilde, of Manchester, In n 
communication to tlie secretary, claimed, 
Indeed, that lie bad Invented, exactly the 
same thing In 1874, but It; would seem that 
there was a distinct difference between the 
arrangements adopted by hi mnnd that "f 
Mr. Cowper-Coles. With the latter the 
mandril Is revolved, whilst Mr. Wilde gave 
simply a curculur movement to the elec- 
trolyte. It Is obvious that n high relative 
speed Is more easily obtained from the for- 
mer plan. An arrangement coming closer 
to that of Mr. Cowper-Coles was described 
by Mr. Format I as having been tested at 
Paris nine years ago. In this ease the man- 
dril was placed horizontally, and was only 
half Imersed In the electrolyte. When 
caused to revolve rapidly an excellent de- 
posit was, we are Informed, obtained, even 
Willi very high current densities.

MINING PIONEERS OF RHODESIA 

From 1S81) to 1S08 is a long period to 
elapse before the stage of commercial 
production is reached, especially in these 
days of Anglo-Saxon energy. The long 
delay was in part due to the fact that 
there was more disposition to speculate 
iu gold mining shares than to settle down 
to hard work, though it will be noticed 
the tirst property was only selected late 
in ISiJO. A great number of companies 
were formed at. the time of the granting 
of the charter to the British South Af- 
rican Company, or shortly afterward. In 
order to comply with the gold law and 
secure title, a certain amount of work 
had to be done in a given time. The 
original prospectors pegged out claims, 
sought soft spots on which to sink shafts 
—generally in old workings— attained a 
depth, in the average, of about SO feet, 
proved tho existence of gold, and dis- 
posed of their properties to capitalists, 
who in turn Boated companies. Extra- 
vagant prices in shares were sometimes 
paid for properties; other shares were is- 
sued for working capital; but the pro- 
portion between working capital and pur- 
chase price was generally far too one- 
sided, and the outcome was inadequate 
resources for development. Moreover, 
just when the companies were reaching 
the stage of setting seriously to work, 
came the struggle between the whites and 
Lobengula's hordes, necessitating the 
withdrawal of whites from the mines, 
their concentration, and the advance 
from Mashonalnnd into Matabeland.

Systematic Reduction Decided 
Upon in the Framing of 
the 1 900 Tariff. 



Cottage City's Budget From the 
North— Lumber Tonnage 
Yet Scarce. 



In connection witli the owners and op- 
erators of the White Pass & Yukon 
route and the upper Yukon transportation 
service of the Canadian Development 
Company, the Canadian Pacific Naviga- 
tion Company lias issued the following 
circular letter, whereby the reduced traf 
lie rates for through business to tin 
North (referred to yesterday) are brought 
into force. The tariff, it will be noted, 
affects a general reduction of rates over 
those of last year, ranging front -10 to 
GO per cent., and with an elimination of 
the old system of weight and nieasur 
ment ship's option, the rates now quoted 
being absolutely fixed on a weight basis 
with a liberal allowance for displace- 
ment. If goods are carefully [lacked and 
prepared for transit there seems to be 
no reason why all classes of general mer- 
chandise should not secure the fiat-weight 
rate. The circular letter referred to 
reads: 

"The Canadian Pacific Navigation 
Company, Limited, having completed ar- 
rangements covering the lines of the coin 
panics mentioned above (the White Pass 
route and the C. D. Co.'s lines) desire 
to place before shippers their new through 
freight tariff, effective on the opening of 
Yukon navigation for the season of 1000, 
and applying on nil ordinary articles of 
commerce and five stock moving from 
British Columbia ports to Dawson and 
upper Yukon river points. 

The tariff itself is as below 

"1. Shipments of live tons or under 
Through rate, $145 per ton, weight— pro- 
vided the total -measurement of each ship 
ment does not exceed an allowance of 
55 cubic feet to each 12,000 lbs. weight, 
all excess measurements over such al- 
lowance to be charged for in addition to 
the through rate at a rate of $1 per 
cubic foot. 

"2. .Shipments of over five tons: 
Through rate, $V2~i per ton, weight — pro- 
vided the total measurement of each 
shipment does not exceed an allowance 
of 55 cubic feet to each 2,000 lbs. weight, 
all such excess measurement over such 
allowance to bo charged for in addition 
to the through rate, at the rate of $1 per 
cubic foot. 

"Cattle and horses, in lots of not less 
than fourteen head, $85 per head. 

"Shipments under this tariff will bo 
carried subject to the conditions of the 
company's regular bill of lading, and will 
also be subject to the following general 
conditions: 

"Single articles of freight weighing 
over 12,000 lbs., or timbers over 35 feet 
in length, will be carried only under spe- 
cial arrangement; 

"Powder and high explosives, calcium 
carbide, acids, gasoline, and naphtha, 
will be carried only under special en- 
gagement; 

"On all freight of a perishable nature 
charges must be prepaid in full: 

"On and after August 20, 1000. ship- 
ments will only be accepted at owners' 
risk of delivery during 1000, and the 
carriers must be fully released by all 
parties in interest from all claims and 
liability arising out of or occasioned by 
non-delivery during 1000." 

Of the parties to the foregoing tariff 
agreement, the O.P.N. Co. will this sea- 
son operate on the northern route, the 
steamers Amur, Tees and Danube; the 
White Pass anil Yukon route, being into 
ihe agreement the Pacific & Arctic Bail- 
way and Navigation Company, the Brit- 
ish Columbia Yukon railway company, 
and the British Yukon M. T. & T. Co., 
operating the White Pass & Yukon rail- 
way between Skagway Alaska, and 
White Horse Rapid, Y.T.; the Canadian 
Development Company, third party to the 
contract, is to operate this year the six 
tirst-class steamers, Columbian, Cana- 
dian, Victorian, Australian. Bailey and 
Anglian. 



COAL FIELDS OF KLONDIKE. 

Moderate Priced Fuel Soon to Be Avail- 
able in the Home of the 
Frost King. 

It was :i o'clock yesterday morning 
when the unmistakable whistle of tin? 
Cottage City took a sleepy little group' 
of customs, press and hotel people out 
to tin- outer dock, the Pacific Coast 
Co.'s liner being on her way downward 
from Alaskan ports, after a fairly good 
passage, marked by northerly winds 
and intermittent snow squalls. She had 
•12 passengers in all, the majority from 
Juneau, a few from Atlin, but none at 
all from Dawson or other territorial 
points, the railway traffic having been 
for several days at a standstill just 
previous to her departure, and the 
rotary plow out of service. It was 
understood that a large number of "in- 
side " pilgrims had arrived at Bennett 
and were there awaiting the resump- 
tion of train service. The chief item 
of news that had filtered through to 
Skagway from the Far North was in 
connection with the location of a fine 
coal deposit on Rock Creek, very near 
to the big gold yielding fields of 
Bonanza. Hunker, Sulphur and Domin- 
ion creeks. These coal mines arc 
owned by the Alaska Exploration Com- 
pany, of which R. L. Fulda is manager. 
Commissioner Ogilvie and Mr. F. X. 
OossMin, the public timber agent,' have 
made personal examinations of every 
tunnel and drift in the new mines anil 
report that the field is exceedingly rich 
and the coal of highest quality. The 
lands comprise about 1,200 acres, some 



19 miles from Dawson, on the right or 
south fork of Rock creek, itself an 
alilueut of the Klondike. The original 
locators were Charles It. McLeod, M. 
J. Gates, A. Gillis and M. Mursden, 
each of whom located and recorded 100 
acres in November, 1808. The Alaska 
Exploration Company acquired the 
property from the locators and began 
its development in July, 1SO0, and this 
development work has been kept up in 
the face of most discouraging condi- 
tions, and necessarily with antiquated, 
if not obsolete, machinery. The num- 
ber of men has been increased little by 
little until .'!5 are now steadily em- 
ployed sinking the shaft deeper and get- 
ting out coal, with several dumps that 
represent between 1550 and -100 tons 
each ready for the market. The mine 
is in charge of Mr Mursden, with W. 
E. George as foreman and Wilfred 
George as outside manager. The com- 
pany has at present driven through SOO 
feet of tunnelling in nil, and shows up 
a good, permanent seam of coal that 
averages live feet in thickness, first 
grade lignite that equals in value and 
results two and a half cords of hard- 
wood. The number of tests made in 
town and on the creeks show it to rate 
first class for steaming purposes, while 
the coal quality is improving with every 
foot sunk and the miners have now 
reached a point where the coal is prac- 
tically free from frosts. In the tunnel- 
ling, the men have driven through over 
200 feet of solid coal, with drifts cover- 
ing over 00 feet, also in solid coal, the 
coal already in sight aggregating up- 
wards of 8,000 tons. Skagway, ac- 
cording to the Cottage City's passen- 
gers, is again enjoying the advantages 
of a largely increased transient business, 
manv of the moving throng being cred- 
ited with being on their way to Nome 
by the river route—fully 25 per cent., 
according to one trnllle authority, Act- 
ing General Agent Wilson of the W. 
P. iV: Y. railway. He estimates that 
one-fourth of the people now going 
north via Skagway are destined for the 
new American gold fields at the mouth 
of the great northern waterway: while 
Canadian Customs Inspector Busby 
concurs. The greater part of the 
freight for Dawson and points beyond 
is at present going around by way of 
the Tagish, the road— since the trail has 
lieen broken— being fairly good, and the 
in-bound argonauts preferring to travel 
a few extra miles lather than pay the 
charges prevailing on the cut-off, unless 
they ore in a hurry or going in light. 
The Dawson papers and people just 
arrived are already discussing the result 
of the spring clean-up, which it is gen- 
erally anticipated will quite equal if not 
exceed that of last year. 



LUMBER BATES CONTINUE HIGH 

The Demand for this ('lass of Shippin; 
Active, But the Supply Sadly 
Insufficient. 

According to the statistics of the lum- 
ber trade issued on the 1st instant, and 
just received by Robert Ward ifc Co., 
Ltd., and other Victoria firms directly 
interested in the industry, the top-notch 
rates for lumber tonnage maintained dur 
ing January and February are still in 
vogue, there being no aynarent increase 
in the supply of this class of shipping, 
while the demand holds firm everywhere. 
In many instances, indeed, February and 
early March have witnessed an advanc 
in quotations to a point never hcretofor 
touched — and still without an ndequat 
number of vessels for the trade being ob- 
tainable. In February a. general increase 
in quotations of about 2s lid over Jan 
nary figures was recorded, while the com- 
ing in of March sees the general tariff 
of the previous month maintained. For 
Nagasaki, the present quotation is 02i 
(Id, in comparison with 55 to 00s for 
January. For Shanghai all the way to 
02s (id is offered, while for Kobe or 
Yokohama the present figure is (ill to 
02s Od. For Hongkong there is an ac- 
tive demand for tonnage at 00s. a slight 
drop from the previous month; while Ci 
cutta cargoes command 75s. the highest 
quotation yet recorded. Other ml in 
prices for lumber tonnage are: Port 
Arthur, 05s to 07s Od; Tnku or Neu 
chang, 70s, against 05s to 07s Od in Jan 
uary; Vladivostock, 57s Oil: Guayaquil, 
05s; Valparaiso, (ills, a raise from 57 
(id ( o (ills in January; Montevideo, 70s, 
from 05s to 70s in January; Callao, 02.

YOSBM1TE FARED LUCKILY".

The good old speed steamer Yosemit 
is very far from being a wreck as a re- 
sult of her introduction to the rocks of 
Coal island Wednesday morning, for sb 
came home under her own steam about 
noon yesterday, and while there is con 
Blderable water in her hold does not ap 
pear to be taking any more. As the in 
tention to beach her for preliminary 
patching was abandoned as unnecessary 
the exact nature and extent of her in- 
juries is not yet disclosed; the damag 
do not, however, seem extensive, and 
will be promptly repaired when the ves 
sel goes on the Bullen ways either to 
morrow or Monday. Captain Sears, in 
whose charge the vessel was when she 
met with her misadventure, does not sup- 
ply any important additions to the story 
of her experience published yesterday. 
She was proceeding slowly through the 
snowstorm, with her course truly laid, 
when the breakers wen? heard, and she 
piled up mi the rocks, an exceptionally 
strong current having carried iter out of 
her course. Making everything fast, tin 
skipper waited until the Islander cami 
by on her way to Vancouver; and the 
flagship of the fleet pulled her companion 
liner clear without difficulty, and also re- 
ceived aboard her passengers and freight 
which she took on to their destination 
Although the Yoseniite was still taking 
in water when the Willapa left her on 
Wednesday, the 'inflow ceased soon after, 
the protection bulkheads of wood hav 
ing had time to swell. It is thought 
that her injuries are altogether to the 
stem — certainly they are all forward, and 
they do not appear to be very consider- 
able. 



THE WIND MADE TROUBLE. 

German Ship Rence Rickman Drags 
Anchor, and Small Craft Hold 
Harbor Prisoners. 

Although the high wind of Wednes- 
day night, increasing in violence 
toward early morning until it reached 
the proportions of a modest gale, did 
not accomplish any serious damage 
afloat or ashore, it gave the captain and 
crew of the quarantined German ship 
Renee Rickman plenty of hard work 
and an experience that they did not 
relish. The Rickman has for several 
days past been lying in the Royal 
Roads, just off William Head quaran- 
tine station, until the period of her de- 
tention us a suspect shall have expired 
and she may proceed to Ohemainus for 



a cargo. She had but one alienor out 
on Wednesday night, and when the big 
blow came on dragged until she was 
in imminent danger of being wrecked. 
The tug Mamie was despatched to her 
assistance and carried her to safer 
anchorage. The miniature- gale also 
worked considerable loss of time to the 
smaller craft, the tug Constance — which 
had left here on Wednesday with a 
scowload of valuable machinery for the 
tramway company at Vancouver — 
being compelled to put back for shelter, 
and only getting well away on her mis- 
sion yesterday. 



COMPLETED A FAST PASSAGE. 

Salmon Ship Kirkhill Reaches Her Des- 
tination With a Smart Run to Her 
Credit. 

The business men interested in the voy- 
age of ihe British ship Kirkhill from 
Victoria to Liverpool with salmon, have 
learned with satisfaction of her arrival 
at her destination, the run to the old 
land having been made in 12-1 days from 
port to port. The Kirkhill left there in 
October last, under engagement to Robt. 
Ward & Co., Ltd., and Bell-Irving & 
Co.. of Vancouver, and 124 days at the 
season of the year in which the trip was 
made is regarded as decidedly good. 



NOTES OF THE WATER FRONT. 

Piebald Steamer Reaches Puget Sound 
--Tlic Health Situation at 
Angeles Improved. 

The steamship Nanyo Maru, which 
wes yesterday credited with the intro- 
duction of plague to America, was de- 
scribed as one of the vessels of the N. 
Y. K. flag. This is not the fact— she is 
"only a tramp," and a very dirty tramp 
at that. 

Ship Achnashie is due from Liver- 
pool with general cargo. 

Steamer Willapa took the Yosemite's 
trip, to the Mainland yesterday. 

Ship Iiuberhorn is on her way from 
Liverpool to this port with general 
merchandise. 

X. P. steamship Glenogle is due from 
the Orient about Sunday, this time with 
only a light cargo. 

Steamship Breconshire, of the N. P. 
line, got away from Taeoma for the 
Orient last Tuesday, with a full cargo 
of flour and cotton. 

Steamship Daley vostock, the old P. & 
O. liner Brindisi, which left San Fran- 
cisco so quickly in order to catch a 
rush charter for three trips to and from 
the Orient that she did not complete 
painting, has arrived at Tacomn. With 
one side of her hull white and the other 
black, she is quite a feature of the 
waterfront nt her loading port. 

According to the passengers by the 
Port Angeles- Victoria steamer Evangel, 
which was in port yesterday, there is no 
longer any fear of diphtheria becoming 
epidemic in the city across the Straits, 
and the schools have been re-opened. 

Steamer Cottage City calls on her re- 
turn voyage North on Monday morning 
early. 

The little steamer Elmore, which 
went North on Wednesday, is expected 
to replace the tug Resolute on the 
Skagway-Haines-.Tuneau mail route. 
The Resolute is to mnke a special trip 
to Nome. 

Water front gossip had it yesterday 
that the City of Nanaimo will shortly 
be withdrawn from the Victoria-Comox 
run and placed on the Nanaimo-Van- 
couver route, the Joan being placed on 
the Islands' run—Vancouver, Toxada, 
Comox and Nanaimo— freight in this 
way going through to Union from Van 
couver without transfer. 

After April 1, proximo, the Victoria & 
Sidney Railway Co. will be the con 
tractors for delivering the mail in the 
islands of the Gulf, and will arrange 
an every-other-day service.

PRETORIA ON THE SURRENDER. 

Nut Officially Informed but Accepting It 
as Fact Declares Fighting Spirit 
Unchanged. 

Pretoria, March 5.— Secretary of State 
Reitz has issued war bulletins in which 
after saying the government lias no olll 
eiul tidings of the surrender of General 
Cronje and must accept it as a fact, how- 
ever painful, adds that the government 
remains assured that the surrender will 
not discouraged the burghers in their d 
fence of their independence and stand- 
ing as a nation. 

"The struggle thus far has shown that 
the Republics have indicated themselve 
as an independent people. This reverse 
will not stagger them. In the struggle 
for our rights, our belief remains. What 
ever happens the Lord still reigns. 

"Owing to the invasion of the Free 
State by a large force qf the enemy and 
other circumstances it became necessary 
to take up other position, hence the 
burghers in Natal have retired to Big 
garsberg. All the commandos have 
reached there safely, except a few who 
retired in the direction of Van Reeuan's 
Puss. Thus Ladysmith and Kimberley 
are no more besieged. 

"In spite of all reports the spirit of the 
lighting men as to the coutcome remains 
unchanged. Among the commandos in 
Natal tiie burghers are full of courage." 

General Dewtt now commands all the 
commandos at the Modder River. The 
President started yesterday evening for 
Bloemfoutein to^visit the laager of the 
Free State. It"Is understood that Presi- 
dent Kruger's visit to Bloemfontein was 
to try to arrange a compromise of the dif- 
ferences between the Transvaalers and 
the Free Staters. 



LEAD CITY DEVASTATED. 

Half a Million Loss by Fire in Little 
Town in South Dakota. 

Lead City. S.D., March 8.— Fire which 
broke out this morning in the Dulken- 
berg saloon, consumed forty buildings be- 
fore it was extinguished and caused a 
loss which is estimated at $500,000. 

TIIE BROKERS TAXED. 

London. March 8. — The chancellor of 
the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, answering a question in the 
house to-day, said the new stamp duty 
on produce contacts would apply both 
to spot and future transactions in all 
descriptions of products, including 
sugar, cotton, corn, and provisions and 
iron, except where sales were executed 
between the principals without the in- 
tervention of a broker.

MAGERSFONTEIN. 
(Written by a private of the Black Watch.) 

i York gentlemen has received from a 
soldier of the 2nd Black Watch, who took 
part In the battle of Magersfontoiu, the 
following lines descriptive of the night 
march and the disaster that befel the High- 
land Brigade. The lines were written In 

imp after the battle: 
Tell you the tale of the battle? Well, there 

ain't so much to tell. 
Nino hundred went to the slaughter, and 

nigh four hundred fell. 
Wire and the Mauser rifle, thirst and a 

burning sun 
Knocked us down by the hundred ere the 

day was done. 
Wet wns the night, cold and dreary, chill- 
ed were the men to the bone, 
Bivouacked there in the open, thinking 

perhaps of their home. 
Midnight— they came to awake us, forming 

us up In the dark, 
Officers whispered their orders, never a 

light or a spark. 
Onward we went till the morning dawned 

In the east, grey and drear. 
While, In the front of us looming, the 

kopjes' hold skyline showed clear. 
Away on the left of the kopjes we'd noticed 

a light burning bright. 
And just as the column had halted It sud- 
denly vanished from sight. 
Then, ere we knew what had happened, 

two shots on our left ringing out 
To the Boers In their trenches gave signal, 

mid rifle balls answered our shout. 
Someone yelled "charge," and wo started, 

rose up and rushed on to. their lire, 
Meaning to give them the bayonet, but, 

checked, and stopped by the wire. 
Bullets and shells ne'er appalled us, 

trenches nor boulder-strewn 111 II. 
But just a few strands of the fencing 
caught us. nonplussed, standing still. 

Over ihe wire, ii or through It! Drive 

the charge home to the hilt! 
Vain were the struggles and climbing, 

barbs slicking deep In the kilt. 
Strong grows the light of the morning. 

hotter the lead on us rained, 
Still we remained there, before them, hold- 
ing the ground we had gained. 
But down on our faces and seek cover, 

nothing could live In that Ore, 
"Off to the right, men, and flank them; 

forward, He down, men, retire." 
Then we looked back, and we cursed them, 

took home the truth with a groan, 
"Best of the brigade are retiring," now we 

must stand It alone. 
"Form a line here, men, we'll hold them." 

McFnrlane's tall form stood erect, 
Volley and volley we gave them, until their 

fierce fire was checked. 
Then round the adjutant rallied remnants 

of different corps- 
Some of the Black Watch, Argylls, and 

some of the gallant Seaforths. 
All the long day in position, wnt:hlng their 

own shells burst, 
Lying with dead men and wounded, lips 

swollen blue-black with thirst; 
Not thirty yards from the trenches Gen- 
eral Wauchope lay dead, 
The Colonel, too, killed, lay beside him, 

their lives by the Boor bullets siied. 
Nigh on eight hundred our losses— English- 
men, Irish and Scotch; 
• Half of then! fell on one regiment— God 

help them— the noble Black Watch. 
Such is the tale of the battle, easy for 

tongue to tell. 
Nine hundred men In a denth trnp— nearly 
four hundred fell.
